President said .he was proud lo re- 
port that the spirit of the American 
people was never liigher, that the 
Union was never more closely knit 
together, that the country was 
never more deeply determined to 
face the solemn tasks before it. 


He outlined the steps leading up 


to America's entry into the new 
world conflict and eeclared that our 
own objectives were clear: smash- 
ing- the militarism imposed by war ] 
lords on their enslaved peoples, 
liberating' subjugated nations, estab- j 
lishing- and securing freedom of | 
speech, freedom of religions, free- 
dom from want and freedom from 
fear everywhere in the world.

Midway in his address he spoke of 


a need for attaining "overwhelming 
superiority of armaments."

Frontline dispatches said Russian 


troops toad sallied forth from Sevas-

and destroy fortifications. 


At the same time, the Berlin radio 


acknowledged that the Red armies 
had broken "the German main line" 
before Moscow—perhaps referring 
to the vital Mozhaisk sector, 57 
miles west of the Russian capital, 
where the Germans have concen- 
jated powerful forces. 


A bulletin from Adolf Hitler's 


field headquarters, indicating that 
the Russians are now in full com- 
mand of the Black Sea waters 
around the Crimea, said German 
warplanes 
bombed Soviet

ranspotts off Yevpatoriya, 40 miles 
north of Sevastopol. 


The communique said three of 


the Russian transports were dam- 
aged arid

On the central front, the length- 


ening ^arm of the Soviet counter- 
offensive was reported sweeping the 
Germans back upon Kursk, 280 
miles below Moscow and about 100 
miles south of Orel. 


3 Bright Leningrad Picture 


On the Leningrad front, the Rus- 


sians painted an equally brighten- 
ing picture, declaring that Red 
army troops backed by American- 
made fighter planes had recaptured 
300 square miles of territory and 30 
villages in five days after crushing 
a German offensive. 


Four Curtiss Tomahawks, manu- 


factured in the United States, were 
credited with shooting down eight 
Nazi Messerschmitts without loss to 
themselves. 


On the north African front, slash- 


ing rainstorms slowed operations, 
but British middle east h 
ters reported that British imperial 
troops were "successfully active" in 
attacking 
German-Italian

Undisclosed numbers of Axis pris-

Aerial Reinforcements Arrive 


Washington, Jan. 6 (AP)—The 


hard hitting reappearance of U. S. 
bombers over the south Pacific gave 
the capital double grounds for ela- 
tion today"1—a fresh blow had been 
dealt units of the Japanese fleet, and 
it offered evidence that American 
aerial reinforcements are arriving 
in the Far East. 


There was a definite feeling that 


the united nations soon would be. 
in a position to give a better account 
of themselves in the sky fighting. 
This expectation was encouraged by 
London reports from Burma credit- 
ing the American volunteer corps 
there with a two-day bag of 66 en- 
emy planes at the cost of four of 
their own. 


For results, the No. 1 exploit re-- 


ported in the final U. S. communique 
yesterday was the work of the Army 
bomber flight which blasted an en- 
emy destroyer to the bottom of 
Davao bay in the Philippines and 
scored three direct hits on a battle- 
ship in the same waters. All the 
bombers got back undamaged to 
their .secret base. 


Thrilling Battle by Tender 


The big thriller, however, was the 


stirring battle put up by the U. S. S. 
Heron, a small seaplane tender, 
which fought off a seven-hour at- 
tack by 15 Japanese bombers in the 
Far East. The doughty little ship

Hedges showed that in the four years 
of his term that just ended he col- 
lected a total of $25,583.56 with the 
amusement tax forming by far the 
largest item. The tax on. admissions 
amounted to $1G.328.45. 


Building 
permits that covered 


building operations costing a total 
of $666,030 in the four years brought 
in 41,055.60 through permit fees to 
the town. The 1941 part of that to- 
tal was $152,880, second only .to 1940 
in volume of building. The town col- 
lected .$4,500 in digging permits in 
the four years and $425 in fines 
through the office of the burgess. 
Peddlers' permits amounted to more 
than $1,000 and roller hire totaled 
$1,234. 


The report of the burgess points 


out that in 1941 the police car was 
driven 13,710 miles which he said 
is approximately one-half the an- 
nual mileage made previous to 1938. 
Chief Of Police: 


Chief Guise's 1941 report showed 


the local police department made a 
total of 317 arrests last year for a 
wide variety of crimes ranging from 
assault -with intent to Mil, holdup 
and robbery and larceny to disorder- 
ly conduct and juvenile delinquency. 
The police investigated 35 local acci- 
dents last year involving damage to- 
taling $2,359. 
None of the acci- 


dents was fatal. Last year 91 de- 
fendants were photographed aqd 
fingerprinted by Chief Guise and 76 
sets of civilian prints were taken. 
Seven cars and 26 bicycles were 
stolen and recovered here last year. 
Health Officer: 


Fifty-seven cases of contagious 


diseases were reported to Borough 
Health Officer Deardorff during the 
last 
year, his report disclosed. 


Twenty-eight of the cases were 
whooping cough with 21 observation; 
quarantines being placed. The oth- 
er quarantines were divided among 
nine ailments. 
Seventy-one nui- 


sances were reported and 39 school 
permits were issued. Health certi- 
ficates numbered 251. Health de- 
partment costs totaled $38955 with 
$360 of that sum going to the health 
officer who is also the secretary of 
the board of health.

GOOD NEIGHBORS 


I have never been able to under- 


stand why a nation vould want to 
rob its neighbor any more than I 
would want to rob my next-door 
neighbor. The fact that he might 
be of another nationality wouldn't 
make any difference. 


But it's different among nations. 


Maps tell the story about them. 
They don't seem to be able to stay 
good neighbors for very long. When 
Will Rogeis was a guest of the late 
Dwight Morrow, when Ambassador 
to Mexico, the latter said to him: 
"Will. I don't know anything about 
diplomacy, but these people are our 
neighbors, arid we have to live by 
each other, so then- problems can't 
be any different from those ol any 
other neighbors." 


If nations could only get down to 


being good neighbors the waste and 
wickedness of all war would be over. 
But, of course, that would take a lot 
of intelligence and we haven't got 
that f£r yet, to our grief and sorrow. 


The Good Neighbor idea, as it is 


being worked out on this Western 
hemisphere, is one of the most in- 
telligent human tnings ever at- 
tempted, and I pray that it may en- 
dure forever and be an object lesson 
or the entire world. 


I don't care what color a man's

HOW TO AVOID 


COMMON ERROKS 


Twenty-two million persons, firms, 
nd corporations, it is estimated, will 
robably file income-tax returns this 
ear.

.er to handle the enormous volume 
f work alone entailed of receiving 
these returns, the Bureau of In- 
ernal Revenue has greatly increas- 
d its staff in its several district of- 
fices.

ways swamped with late returns. If 
axpayers will file their returns 
arly, they will find that this will be 
mutually beneficial to them and to 
he government.

look for sympathy from the state 
police if those old tires can t be re­ 
placed. 
Col. Lynn G. Adams, police com­ 
missioner. warns m otorists not to 
try to drive on tires which arc 
badly worn—It's against the law 
today as much as it was last week— 
despite the rationing which began 
yesterday and shuts off purchases 
for the average citizen. 
"Motorists will not be perm itted 
to drive th a t way." Adams said, 
meaning with battered, worn out 
tires. 
“Defective tires are just as 
dangerous in wartime as they are in 
peacetime,” he added. 
Adams said there would be no 
new drive against worn tires, but 
th a t ears equipped 
with “shoes" 
which the police deem dangerous 
would be ordered from the higli- 
awys. 
It's required by the motor 
code. 
The 422 local rationing boards re­ 
ported few applications for pur­ 
chase of tires on the first day of the 
restricted sales. 
Many boards reported their main 
task was to answer questions for 
persons who wondered “just what 
this thing is all about." 
Some even figured all they had to 
do to get a tire was to fill out an 
application blank. 
The effect of Saturday night’s 
snowstorm will be felt a long while 
by a Cumberland countian.

State College, Pa., Jan. 6 (AP)—- 
A new method of prospecting for 
oil was announced today by Dr. 
Sylvain J. Pinson, of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State College, who asserted 
its use would save 1.000.000 tons of 
steel a year, "or enough to build 
30 battleships of the (J.SS. W ash­ 
ington class." 
The associate professor of pe­ 
troleum and natural gas engineer­ 
ing called his method the “geodv- 
namlc process” and said it load been 
successful in 80 per cent of its 
tests. 
Tile process was tried out 
last year in the northern Pennsyl­ 
vania fields. 
He described it as 
bared on m easuring the amount of 
pas escaping through the earth's 
fu rlace. 
Steel Used for Tubing 
Geologists explained much steel is 
tost in tubing sunk for "dry" holes 
—those in which no oil Is found— 
and that could be saved if ad ­ 
vance tests were adequate, show­ 
ing up the presence of oil or lack 
of it before the steel was used. 
Dr 
George H. Ashley, chief of 
tile state's Bureau of Topographic 
and Geologic Survey, explained Pir- 
son's m ethod was based on analysis 
of soil. 
"It apparently depends upon find­
